lion -under current generated In the 
JCorth Danville power plant to city 
manufactured current jn the Munifi-

' »r voltage. Street car motormen were 
the first to notice the change which

Jey. superintendent of the city plant 
at about half past two o'clock. No 
notification was needed, 'or the men 
at the controls of the street cars im- 
mediately recognized that a new pow- 
~er agency was propelling the vehicles.

How to Keep the Baby Well 


In our last talk we stated that the 


nutritional disturbances that are liable 
to beset your child would be discuss- 
ed under two headings; namely, ZSTu. 
tritional Disturbances of the Breast 
Fed Infant, and Nutritional Distur- 
bances of Artificially Fed Infants. We 
will now consider the, disturbances of 
the breast fed infant- 
A. 
Inanition—By this is 
meant 


the failure to gain in weight 
when 


due to an insufficient supply of mortu 
er's milk. The infant is very restless, 
constantly- crying, and 
constipated. 


The proper treatment of this condi- 
tion will consist in the determination 
of the nutritional requirement of the 
infant; the amount of milk which the 
mother can supply, and in the mak- 
ing up of the deficiency with artificial 
food. 
, , 
. 
S Overfeeding. 
A too 
abundant 


supply of mother's miik 
will also 
cause a nutritional disturbance. There 
vf$l be spitting, vomiting, indigestion 
and a gastro-mtestinal upset. This 
condition is not so common as people 
believe, for/the infant possesses a re- 
markable tolerance for mother's milk 
and can easily digest an excess of it; 
whereas, the tolerance of cow s milK 
is by far less than for mother's milk. 
An excess of cow's milk as easily reg- 
istTed by a nutritional disturbance. 


C Irregular Nursing Habits. 
The 


importance of feeding the baby a defi- 
nite number of times during the day, 
and at the same hours each da>, can 
not be too strongly emphasized-^ When. 
the number of feedings "and the nurs- 
ing hours are well regulated the in- 
fant soon learns to obtain an almost 
equal and definite o.uantity of food. 
The digestive juices are thus adapting t 


themselves for the traneformation-and 
digestion of a 
definite quantity of 


milk. When the number of feedings 
and the feding hours are 
irregular, 


the digestive mechanism is 
thrown 


out of balance and a nutritional dis- 
turbance will result. 
The ability of the infant to consume 


an almost identical quantity of milk 
at each nursing, when these are reg- 
ular, was vividly brought to my mind 
when I. visited the Institute for Moth- 
ers and Infants in Vienna. 
In this 


magnificent institution (under the di- 
rector, Professor Moll) when it be- 
comes necessary to admit an infant 
for any ailment, its nursing mother is 
also admittd to the institution in or- 
der not to deprive it of mother's milk. 
The child is weighed before and after 
each nursing and the amount of milk 
is graphically charted. 
It is really 


surprising to see how the amount ot 
milk that the infant gets from 
the 


breast is practically the same after a 
few 
days of regular feeding hours 


and feeding intervals. 
D Xeuronathic Infants—There is a 


certain class of infants that 
suffer 


from colic: gas distention of thejabdo- 
men, restlessness, and spells of cry- 
ing without the ability on the part o: 
the phvsician, of finding any fault in 
their 
dietetic 
management. 
Tnes" 
cases are due to a constitutional, o 
inborn nervous weakness or imtabil- 
itv. However, both physician and lay- 
man are to be guarded against mak- 
-ins such a diagnosis. One must eX. 
clude first, by expert examinatio, ev- 
ery possible error in the managemen 
of th child before a nurotic cause i 
to be thought of to underlie the nutn 
tional trouble.

Two Decisions 


In Fretwell-Via 


Case Rendered 


Two decisions, each contrary to the 


other, were thUi morning rendered In 
tho case of J. W. Via and Julian Fret- 
well. 
A civil hearing: before Magis- 


trate W. B. Griftgs. resulting in a 
verdict in favor of Via and a hearing 
n the police court of nuisance charges 
resulted in a verdict in Fretwell'o fa- 
vor. 
The case as presented was an 


unusual and very complicating one. 
Attorneys for both sides made plaus- 
ble contentions. 
The substance of 


the court's remarks in the criminal 
matter was that Via should have re- 
sorted to a civil 
action 
on getting 


Fretwell out of the house and was not 
justified in cutting off the water sup- 
ply in his own home which created 
a nuisance. Via was Informed that 
no fine would be imposed at present, 


being given an opportunity to turn 


on the water. 


The issue was bitterly contested by 


both sides this morning with J. W. 
Benton, placed in the peculiar posl- 
iion of representing both the city and 
:he 
commonwealth. 
His 
remarks 


tended to lean In the favor of Fret- 
well, it later 
developing 
that 
the 


court also took this view. 


The case "lis brought out in court 


was practically as related at a. former 
taking of testimony. Via claims Fret- 
we». an undesirable tenant, is a tres- 
passer for the reason that he refuses 
to vacate after due notice has been 
given and he therefore cut off the wa- 
ter, claiming a right to <Jc so. The 
terms of the contract expired In Aug- 
ust, he contends and he cut the .water 
off on August 2, after a sixty-day no- 
tice. 


Dr. R. W. Garnett, city health offi- 


cer and C. C. Travis, sanitary in- 
spector, who swore to the warrants 
yesterday, testified that a 
nuisance 


had been committed and that unsan- 
itary conditions existed at the house 
on Mount Vernon avenue, which Via 
owns and occupies, and who rents an 
apartment to "Fretwell, but they said 
they were not^ prepared to say who 
was responsible. 


Via told of giving due notice to 


Fretwell to vacate under the' terms 
of the contract, he alleges, on August 
1 and admitted that he turned off the 
water on the following morning. 


Fretwell did not take the stand. 
Counsel for Via argued that inas- 


much as Fretwell was a trespasser 
and not a tenant, the, owner of Lhe 
property had a perfect right to cut 
off the -water In what should be1 "the

IN THE DEMOCRATIC STATE 


PRIMARY HELD ; 
TS^DAY

RICHMOND. Va , Aug . 8—While 


belated returns drifted in today from

But while tneir leader fell in the 
battle of ballotes in the r* enty.eighth 
district, the oond men still professed 
to see hope for their cause in 
the 
election of R.. Htltsan Willis, 
of 
Roanoke, to the Senate and the re- 
nommation of Senator Julian Gunn, 
of Henfico county and Senator George 
W. Layman, of the Alleghany dis- 
tract Senators Gunn 
and 
Lajman 
were Senator Goolnck's" chief lieu- 
tenants' In the bond issue flght in the 
extraordinary session of the General 
Assembly last 'spring and indications 
poinr strongly to them as the lead, 
ers of the fight that is yet to come. 
Mr. Willis, as floor leader in 
the 
House oi Delegates in the last As- 
sembly, ,was one of the strongest wi 
the bond advocates -in that branch 
and friends of the bond issue plan 
expect his election td the Senate to 
add strength to their cause. The new 
Roanoke senator will take the seat 
vacated by Senator W. L. Andrews. 
an opponent of bonds 
Marching into jthe eighth district, 
however, the anti-bond faction scored 
a gam in 
the 
re-nomination of 
genator Morton G - Goode, of Dm_ 
widdie county who defeated Robert 
Gflliam, Jr, of Petersburg 
- Two eastern shore senators favor- 
able to the bond cause were return- 
ed Thev were John A Lesner, of Nor- 
folk and Alfred C Smith, of Ports- 
mouth. 
The thirty-sixth district (city of 
Richmond) sent at least one bond 
adx-ocate bacK to the Senate. This is 
Senator Morgan R. Mills. The posi- 
tion of Senator Mill's 
colleagues— 
Gray Haddon and "W. W. Workman, 
both new in the Senate—is not public. 
5y known but bond advocates counted 
them among the suppprters of 
the 


bond cause. 
Although the bond issue was injec- 
ted into the campaigns in only a f«w 
of the senatorial districts, friends and 
foes ol bonds -were deeply interested 
in the outcome because of the close 
alignment of the two fa< ;ons In the 
Senate.
